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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the 'main body having 
at least one closed hollow space that is foamed out or filled with a fire extinguishing 
substance' in claim 14-16; 'the outer edges of the main body having metal elements for 
interaction with inductive proximity sensros' in claim 17; and 'plural transponders placed 
in the main body and masked by a metal cover' in claims 18 and 19, all must be shown 
or the features canceled from the claims. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
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the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 1 , the phrase "when the rollers engage a curved section of the 
conveyor" is unclear in that it is not understood what is meant by the recitation, it 
appears to be incomplete. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1, 2, 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Bodewes et al. 
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The container transport system disclosed by Bodewes et al. includes all the 
claimed features and in particular includes: (claim 1) a container 4 having an underside 
formed with touch surfaces 5 extending in the transport direction; a conveyor 3, 13 for 
advancing the container in a transport direction having a guiding engagement assembly 
7 for cooperation with the touch surfaces 5 of the container; (claim 2) the touch 
surfaces 5 having confronting sidewalls forming a grooved passageway; (claim 6) the 
sidewalls extending perpendicular to the underside of the container; and (claim 8) the 
container topside intended for receiving the article and constructed to form a trough 
which is curved downward as broadly claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bodewes et al. in view of Hironaka et al. 

With regard to claim 10, Bodewes et al. includes all the claimed features but 
does not disclose the guide engagement assembly are rollers engaging the 
passageway formed by the touch surfaces. However, Hironaka et al. discloses the 
broad teaching of providing a container transport system having a container with touch 
surfaces forming a passageway t with an engagement assembly including rollers 54 for 
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engaging the passageway. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to provide the engagement assembly of Bodewes et al. include rollers for engaging and 
guiding the container 4 to prevent the container from wobbling during transport as 
taught by Hironaka et al. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 3-5, 7, 9 and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: a container transport system including the unique features of 'the container 
touch surfaces having outwardly or inwardly curved passageway sidewalls'; 'having at 
least one step in the longitudinal direction of the passageway'; or c two rows of rollers in 
a curved section of the conveyor' in combination with the rest of the claim language is 
not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art. 



Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The following are cited to show the art with respect to container 
transport systems wherein the container has touch surfaces for engaging a driving 
conveyor: Kozak et aL, Frommenwiler et al., and Svyatsky et al.
